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REMARKS 



Claims 56-65 are pending. Reconsideration is requested. 

Claims 56-65 have been rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 9-17 of USP 
5,824,538. The Examiner indicates that the previously filed Terminal Disclaimer is not 
acceptable because the assignee has not established its ownership interest. A Statement 
under 37 CFR 3.73(b) is filed herewith, establishing that the Government of the United 
States, as represented by the Secretary of the Army is the assignee of the entire right, title 
and interest of the application by virtue of an assignment that has been recorded at the 
Office. Accordingly, it is respectfiilly requested that the previously filed Terminal 
Disclaimer be accepted, and the rejection be withdrawn.
